Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  Boani  of  Trustees  of  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and 
Blind: 

Gextlemex  : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  tlie  seventy-first  annual 
report  of  tlie  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind  which  is  for 
the  year  ending  June  30.  1945. 

The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  was  201  which  represents 
some  decrease  from  last  year. 

There  has  been  a tendency  on  the  j)art  of  workers  in  this 
part  of  the  country  to  drift  towards  the  \\’est  Coast  to  work  in 
the  ship  yards  or  in  defense  plants  of  one  kind  or  another.  Many 
parents  h.ave  been  attracted  to  those  areas  and  have  taken  their 
deaf  or  blind  children  with  them. 

Some  of  the  older  students  themselves  have  been  attracted 
by  high  paying  jobs  and  have  dropped  out  of  school  to  go  to 
work. 

W’e  are  glad,  however,  that  there  is  a great  number  that 
realize  the  importance  of  preparing  for  the  future  in  an  educa- 
tional way  and  that  we  have  been  able  to  take  care  of  all  who 
have  come  to  us. 

When  the  war  is  over  and  when  industry  swings  back  to- 
ward normalcy  we  hope  to  be  able  to  again  take  care  of  those 
pupils  who  will  be  coming  back  to  our  state. 

The  pupils  in  the  school  during  the  year  were  classified  as 
follows : 

Deaf  pupils boys,  88;  girls,  69  Total 157 

Blind  pupils boys,  29;  girls,  14  Total 43 

*Deaf-Blind  pupils girls,  1 Total 1

CHANGES  IN  STAFF 

Just  before  the  ojiening,  the  school  suffered  a distinct  loss 
hy  the  passing  of  IMr.  George  H.  Hemus  who  had  served  as  in- 
structor of  printing  for  the  past  twenty  years. 

Mr.  Hemus  was  very  artistic  in  his  tastes  and  always  got 
out  a neat  publication  and  attractive  programs.  IMr.  Thomas  Ac- 
ton was  appointed  to  take  over  the  position  as  instructor  for  the 
year. 

Miss  M.  Elizabeth  Smith  was  nor  able  to  return  to  her 
school  room  duties  at  the  beginning  of  school  because  of  impaired 
health.  ]\Irs.  A.  L.  Brown  substituted  for  her  during  the  time  she 
had  to  he  absent.  She  returned  later  in  the  year. 

As  could  be  naturally  exjiected  there  we:e  a number  of  other 
changes  in  our  teachng  staff.  Miss  Fucile  Donle  accepted  a posi- 
tion near  her  home  ; Mrs.  Emmarose  Jefferson  resigned  to  ac- 
cept a position  in  Hawaii  ; IMiss  Ermine  Neal  accepted  a position 
in  the  public  school  system  of  her  own  home  town  ; Mrs.  Jane 
Tandy  resigned  to  go  with  her  husband  who  was  in  the  Navy  ; 
IMiss  AL  Elizabeth  Smith  retired  because  of  her  health ; Aliss 
l^lizabeth  Williams  accepted  a position  in  New  Jersey  near  her 
relatives. 

P>esides  the  above  changes  Aliss  Deborah  Froelicher,  in- 
structor of  girls’  gymnastics,  resigned  to  be  married.  Her  place 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Airs.  Edna  Newbold. 

Airs.  Grace  AIcClure,  instructor  in  sew'ing  and  needlecraft 
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to  our  blind  girls,  resigned  and  accepted  a position  at  the  Art 
Center. 

^Irs.  Ray  ^^’anamaker  who  had  served  as  director  of  the 
Half  ^^'ay  House  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

Mr.  Thomas  Acton  resigned  to  become  superintendent  of 
the  Democrat  Publishing  Co.  and  Mr.  Robert  Brown,  a graduate 
of  this  school,  was  appointed  instructor  of  printing. 

Mr.  Frank  Gilles,  who  has  acted  as  choir  director  so  accept- 
ably for  the  past  few  years  became  director  of  the  Colorado 
Springs  Junior  Symphony  Orchestra  and  resigned  to  devote  his 
time  to  his  new  duties.  Miss  Delphine  Augustus  was  appointed  to 
fill  his  place. 

Mr.  S.  \\’.  Brown  after  very  long  and  faithful  service  as  in- 
structor in  the  Broom  and  workshop  for  our  blind  boys  retired 
on  August  first.  IMr.  Brown  had  been  associated  with  the  school 
for  approximately  forty  years  and  was  much  beloved  by  his  as- 
sociates and  those  who  came  under  his  instruction.  Our  best 
wishes  go  with  him.  Mr.  M’ilbur  H.  Fulker  was  appointed  to  fill 
this  vacancy. 

The  following  classroom  teachers  in  the  Department  for  the 
Deaf  have  been  added  to  our  faculty : Miss  Eugenia  Corban, 
Mrs.  Ona  Ray  Howell  and  Miss  Orpha  Thompson.  Mr.  Wilbur 
F.  Fulker  will  teach  part  time  this  fall. 

We  wish  success  for  those  who  have  gone  out  from  the 
set  vice  of  the  school,  in  whatever  field  they  are  engaged. 

GRADUATES 

The  graduating  exercises  this  year  were  held  in  our  school 
auditorium  IMonday  evening.  June  4,  at  8:00  o’clock. 

In  addition  to  the  graduation  program,  an  exhibit  of  articles 
made  in  the  various  industrial  and  manual  training  shops  was 
presented  in  the  corridors  of  the  School  Building. 

People  from  and  out  of  the  city  of  Colorado  Springs  contin- 
ue to  show  a friendly  interest  in  our  programs  and  a large  crowd 
was  in  attendance. 

^\n  added  interest  in  our  exercises  was  the  presence  of  our 
Governor,  Honorable  John  C.  Vivian,  who  turned  aside  fronr  his 
busy  life  and  came  down  to  deliver  the  commencement  address 
and  to  present  the  diplomas  to  the  members  of  our  graduating 
class.  His  presence  was  not  only  appreciated  by  the  graduates 
and  their  parents  but  by  all  connected  with  the  school. 

There  were  no  graduates  from  the  Department  for  the  Blind 
this  year.  There  were  ten  graduates  from  the  Department  for 
the  Deaf.  Practically  each  one  of  the  graduates  had  his  plans 
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ma])ped  out  before  graduation  and  knew  what  he  or  she  expected 
to  do.

The  Baccalaureate  services  were  held  in  the  school  auditor- 
ium Sunday  afternoon.  June  3,  at  three  o’clock.  The  Reverend 
J.  Lindsay  Patton.  D.D..  Rector.  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  de- 
livered the  sermon. 

Our  past  graduates  who  are  attending  Gallaudet  College  for 
the  Deaf  continue  to  do  well.  Three  of  them  were  on  the  honor 
roll,  for  scholastic  achievement,  for  the  greater  part  of  the  vear. 

There  was  in  Colorado  Springs,  recently,  a great  gathering 
of  deaf  people  from  all  parts  of  the  state — a sort  of  Homecoming 
affair.  It  was  a source  of  satisfaction  to  us.  here  at  the  school,  to 
see  the  graduates  of  years  gone  by  with  their  own  families,  fitting 
into  the  industrial  and  social  life  of  the  communities  in  which 
they  live.  They  have  become  assets  to  the  state  and  not  liabilities. 
We  recognize  that  these  are  good  times  for  workers  of  various 
kinds  but  even  in  normal  times  there  has  always  been  a much 
smaller  percentage  of  deaf  people  on  relief  than  normally  hear- 
ing people.  They  are  an  industrious  group  of  which  our  state  can 
be  justly  proud. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  course  of  study  in  the  Deirortment  for  the  Deaf  seems 
to  be  filling  our  needs  at  the  present  time.  It  was  revised  not  long 
ago  and  minor  changes  have  been  made  in  texts  where  it  was 
thought  that  it  was  advisable  to  make  them. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  the  course  in  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  Blind  was  being  revised.  Since  that  time  practic- 
ally the  whole  course  has  been  re-vamped,  made  fuller  in  detail 
and  brought  up  to  date  to  include  the  new  hooks  and  texts  made 
available  in  Braille. 

•As  the  text  books  for  the  various  schools  for  the  Blind  are 
embossed  in  Braille  at  the  American  Printing  House  for  the 
Blind  and  since  there  is  a limited  number  of  texts  bv  different 
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authors,  we  are  Hmitefl  in  our  selections  by  the  number  that  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Braille. 

The  high  school  course  in  this  department  conforms  to  th“ 
college  entrance  requirements  and  our  graduates  are  accepted 
in  the  unversity  and  the  colleges  without  question. 

.\t  the  present  time  we  have  one  student  in  the  Cn’orado 
State  College  at  Greelev  doing  very  creditable  work  indeed.  The 
course  thus  fulfills  a desired  need. 

BUILDINGS 

W’e  have  some  very  fine  buildings  on  the  place  with  eac'.i 
meeting  the  requirements  for  which  it  was  built. 

The  new  Girls’  Hal!  is  t’'e  latest  to  he  '’on  t'U''ted.  ^t  is 
modern  in  design  and  arrangement  and  meets  the  need  for  wh’c'i 
it  was  built. 

At  the  time  we  {presented  our  building  needs  we  asked  that 
the  school  Hosjiital  and  Industrial  Building  or  klanual  Training 
Building  he  replaced  also.  Neither  of  these  buildings  are  being 
used  for  what  they  were  originally  built.  Neither  of  these  build- 
ings is  fire-proof.  It  would  not  pay  to  try  to  re-model  them. 
To  do  this  would  probably  cost  as  much  as  if  not  more  than 
new  structures. 

When  our  needs  were  considered,  allowance  was  made  for 
our  Girls’  Hall  and  one  of  the^e  other  buildings.  We  really  need 
both  of  these  buildings  to  round  out  our  plant. 

DOiMESTIC  DEPARTMENT 

d'he  Domestic  De]rartment  has  done  an  excellent  job  under 
very  difficult  conditions.  Rationing  made  it  hard  to  serve  the 
variety  of  food  desired. 

By  careful  planning  our  \’ictory  gardens  aided  greatly  in 
this  respect. 

Every  establishment  where  food  is  served  has  exjrerienced 
the  difficulties  resulting  from  a shortage  of  help.  Again  this  year 
our  student  heljrers  came  to  th.e  rescue  and  our  problem  was 
solved. 

4'h.e  health  of  our  student  body  in  general  during  the  year 
was  good  and  the  good  wholesome  food  and  care  given  by  the 
Domestic  Department  was  a large  contributing  factor. 

\\’e  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  otir 
various  crews  have  carried  on  towards  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  our  buildings  and  grounds. 

Our  grounds  from  the  front  lawn  to  the  \'ictory  grounds 
]>resented  a pleasing  ai)pearance.  Our  buildings  have  been  kei)t 
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in  a ^ood  state  of  repairs.  Necessary  painting  has  been  done  and 
each  building  was  thoroughly  cleaned. 

Maintenence  is  a continuous  job  and  throughout  the  school 
year  the  instructors  in  carpentry  and  in  Painting  have  suitable 
projects  laid  out  for  them  and  their  classes.  These  practical 
])rojects  take  care  of  much  of  our  maintenence  work. 

The  engineering  department  has  kept  our  power  plant,  plumb- 
ing fixtures  and  our  electric  equipment  functioning  in  a proper 
manner. 


THANKS 

It  would  be  difYicult  for  us  to  enumerate  those  who  are 
interested  in  our  school  and  who  do  much  to  bring  comfort  and 
pleasure  to  our  pujiils. 

The  kindness  and  courtesies  extended  to  them  are  not  only 
appreciated  by  our  pupils  but  are  appreciated  by  us  also. 

This  report  would  not  he  complete  without  a word  of  ap- 
preciation to  the  officials  of  the  state  who  have  been  so  coopera- 
tive and  in  many  instances  have  gone  out  of  their  way  to  be  ac- 
commodating. 

Again  I commend  to  you  the  services  rendered  to  the 
school  by  the  officers  and  teachers.

The  pupils  have  been  interested  in  their  work 
and  have  shown  satisfactory  progress. 

Every  year  it  is  our  custom  to  have  a class  in  Braille  music 
for  the  beginners  who  have  had  one  year  of  literary  Braille. 

lUonthly  recitals  were  given  throughout  the  school  year, 
which  prove  to  be  a valuable  experience  for  the  pupils,  as  it 
gives  them  something  to  work  for. 

Three  public  recitals  were  given  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year,  one  hy  the  youngest  pupils,  one  by  the  intermediate  group, 
and  another  by  those  pupils  more  advanced. 

4'he  pupils  are  given  many  opportunities  to  attend  concerts 
and  other  entertainments.

Gentlemen — At  the  request  of  Dr.  A.  L.  Brown,  we.  the 
undersigned,  are  herewith  submitting  our  report  for  the  school 
year,  September  6.  1944,  to  June  1.  1945. 

The  School  maintains  a hospital  of  twenty-four  beds  and 
an  isolation  unit  for  contagious  diseases  with  a capacity  of  thirty 
beds.  The  hospital  is  under  the  supervision  of  ]\Iiss  ilillicent  1. 
Fuller,  a graduate  nurse. 

.\t  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  each  new  pupil  was 
examined  by  an  occulist  and  an  aurist,  and  given  a general  phy- 
sical examination.  Routine  Wassermans  were  taken. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  school  year  was  207.  There 
V as  a daily  average  of  32.8  disjrensary  treatments.  214  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  hospital  with  a diagnosis  as  follows :

LIBRARY  FUND 

This  fund  consists  of  $10,000  donated  by  General  William  J.  Palmer 
and  is  at  present  invested  in  lots  6,  7 and  8,  block  4,  Bristol  Heights  Addi- 
tion. The  rental  obtained  from  the  three  residences,  less  the  cost  of  repair, 
is  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of  reading  matter  for  both  departments  of 
the  School.  According  to  the  conditions  of  the  gift,  these  properties  can 
be  used  for  no  other  purpose  unless  provision  be  made  by  the  State  for  the 
investment  of  an  equal  amount  in  approved  securities  for  the  use  of  the 
fund. 

With  the  consent  of  the  donor,  the  income  from  the  fund  up  to  Novem 
her  30,  1905,  was  used  for  current  expenses,  to  help  pay  for  land,  the

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and 
Blind : 

Gentlemen  : 

I now  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  seventy-second 
annua!  rej)ort  of  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind  which 
is  for  the  year  ending  June  30.  19^6. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  was  203.  This  is  about  the  same 
number  that  were  enrolled  last  year. 

Some  of  the  parents  who  left  the  state  during  war  time  are 
beginning  to  come  back  to  Colorado  and  we  anticipate  that  ovtr 
enrollment  will  be  increasing  in  the  course  of  another  year.

CHANGES  IN  STAFF 

Just  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September  i\Ir.  Thomas 
Acton,  onr  instructor  in  printing,  was  called  to  be  superintendent 
of  one  of  the  large  printing  establishments  in  the  city.  His  place 
was  filled  bv  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Robert  Brown  who  was  an 
instructor  in  another  school  for  the  deaf.  He  is  also  a graduate 
of  our  own  Colorado  School. 

Two  of  our  teachers  of  the  deaf  resigned  at  the  end  of  the 
vear.  Miss  Eugenia  Corban  accepted  a position  in  Louisiana  to 
be  near  ber  home  and  ^Irs.  Fima  Krebsbach  left  to  be  with  her 
hushand  who  was  discharged  from  the  service.  Mrs.  Lucille 
Kirkley.  a former  teacher  in  our  school,  and  Miss  Margarite 
Zickos  were  appointed  to  fill  these  vacancies.  Mr.  James  (’anon 
was  also  appointed  as  a teacher  of  the  deaf. 

During  the  year.  ^liss  Geneva  Lemons,  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing teachers  of  the  blind  in  our  profession  passed  away. 
Her  passing  was  a distinct  loss  to  our  school  and  to  the  profes- 
sion.. Mrs.  Nellie  Johnson  substituted  for  the  rest  of  the  school 
vear.  and  Miss  Forest  Creighton  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

^Ir.  Tor  Hylbom,  instructor  of  violin  and  orchestra,  expects 
to  sjiend  a year  abroad  and  his  place  has  been  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Knorr  who  taught  in  this  depart- 
ment a few  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Edna  Newbold  who  helped  us  out  for  a year  with  our 
gymnastics  resigned  to  go  with  her  husband  to  another  state. 
Mrs.  Ruth  Boggs  who  formerly  taught  gymnastics  in  this  school 
was  a]tpointed  to  take  her  place. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Dudley,  our  teacher  of  Domestic  Science,  re- 
signed to  be  with  her  brother  in  California.  i\Irs.  Dudley  had 
taught  this  subject  for  several  years,  in  our  school,  and  she  un- 
derstootl  our  jiupils  and  they  understood  her.  The  guest  meals  of 
her  various  classes  were  somethng  to  be  remembered.  Mrs. 

G.  Gordon  an  experienced  dietician  who  conducted  classes  in  this 
field  was  apjiointed  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

GRADUATES 

There  were  only  four  graduates  this  year  all  from  the  De- 
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])artment  for  the  Deaf.  Some  of  their  former  classmates  had 
gone  into  war  worl'C  and  had  dropped  out  of  school.  This  was 
a sma’l  class  but  each  one  is  amply  prepa:ed  to  take  care  of  him- 
self or  herself. 

The  graduating  exercises  were  held  Monday  evening,  June 
3.  at  8 O’clock  in  our  school  auditorium  with  a large  audience  in 
attendance.  The  industrial  exhibit  of  various  articles  made  in  the 
manual  training  shops  proved  to  be  of  much  interest. 

W’e  were  verv  much  pleased  to  have  with  us.  the  Governor 
of  our  State,  the  Honorable  John  C.  \4vian  who  delivered  the 
commencement  address  and  ])resented  the  diplomas  to  the  grad- 
uates. It  meant  much  to  the  members  of  the  class  to  receive  their 
di])lomas  from  the  hands  of  our  own  Chief  Executive.

,\  TRIBUTE 

W’e  have  been  paying  tribute  to  our  ])ui)ils  and  we  would 
like  to  pause  now  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memorv  of  one  of  the 
greatest  friends  this  school  has  ever  had.  We  refer  to  the  memory 
of  Air.  .Asa  T.  Jones  who  passed  away  .August  4,  1945. 

Mr.  Jones  became  interested  in  the  school  over  thirty  years 
ago  and  not  long  afterwards  became  a member  of  the  Board  of 
’frustees.  He  later  became  President  of  the  Board  which  position 
he  held  for  more  than  twenty  years.  W e know  of  no  one  who 
bad  a greater  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  school  and  in  the  ])upils 
themselves. 

The  interest  he  liad  in  the  pui)ils  was  manifested  in  the  many 
hours  of  happiness  and  j)leasure  that  were  brought  to  them 
through  the  thoughtfulness  and  activity  of  Mr.  Jones  and  Airs. 
I ones. 
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SIGHT  SAVING 

The  courses  of  study  in  both  departments  have  been  com- 
])letely  revised  and  we  are  now  turning  our  attention  to  the  mat- 
ter of  sight  saving  in  the  Department  for  the  Blind. 

In  every  school  for  the  blind  there  are  some  pupils  who  are 
termed  borderline  cases.  They  have  some  sight  but  do  not  have 
enough  vision  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  the  public  schools 
without  injury  to  their  eyes  or  imiiairing  still  further  the  vi.sion 
they  do  jiossess. 

It  is  recommended  that  these  ])upils  he  given  c'ea-  type  books 
or  large  ])rint  which  is  not  available  in  some  of  the  text  hooks  at 
the  present  time.  The  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 
is  working  on  this  problem  at  the  present  time.  We  antici]iate 
that  the  proper  kind  of  books  will  be  available  in  the  not  too  dis- 
tant future. 

\\  ith  proper  lighting  and  suitable  books  we  should  he  able 
to  take  care  of  this  type  of  student  to  better  advantage. 

BUILDINGS 

The  state  has  been  gene'ous  with  us  in  the  matter  of  build- 
ings and  this  is  very  much  appreciated. 

Provisions  have  been  made  for  a new  school  hospital  and  an 
architect  has  been  employed  to  draw  jireliminary  jilans.  Work 
will  go  forward  on  this  building  as  soon  as  the  State  Planning 
Commission  and  others  in  authority  feel  that  it  would  he  to  our 
advantage  to  do  so. 

While  funds  have  iieen  provided  for  other  buildings  none 
has  been  made  available  for  lejilacing  our  indu.strial  or  manual 
training  building. 

We  respectfully  cal!  your  attention  again  to  the  need  for  re- 
placing this  building  which  is  inadequate  and  which  is  not  fire- 
])roof. 


MAINTENANCE 

During  the  war  years  we  were  able  to  hold  our  maintenance 
crew  together  and  as  a result  our  buildings  have  been  kejit  in 
good  condition.  They  have  been  iiroperly  cleaned  and  placed  in 
repair.  The  painting  crew  has  done  an  excellent  job  of  keejiing 
the  buildings  fresh  and  most  jiresentable. 

Our  grounds  and  gardens  have  been  kept  most  attractive  by 
our  gardener  and  his  crew. 
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APPRECIATION 

There  are  so  many  to  whom  we  sliould  show  appreciation 
that  it  would  be  difficult  to  name  all  of  them  individually. 

The  officials  of  the  state  continue  to  he  interested  in  our  wel- 
fare and  are  most  helpful  when  we  need  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion. The  officers  and  teachers  have  carried  on  the  work  of  the 
school  in  a most  satisfactory  manner.  Friends  in  town  have  been 
thoughtful  of  our  ])U]:>ils. 

The  Fine  Arts  Center,  th.e  movie  houses,  and  the  musical 
organizations  have  been  most  generous  to  our  students.  The  Al- 
fred Freudenthal  Foundation  continues  to  be  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  our  students. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  taken  in  our  school  and  in  our 
pu])ils  by  all  of  these  individuals  and  organizations.

Gentlemen  : 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  .A.  L.  Brown,  we.  the  undersigned,  are 
herewith  submitting  our  report  for  the  school  year,  September 
5th,  1945  to  June  5th,  1946. 

The  School  maintains  a hospital  of  twenty-five  beds  and  an 
anne.x  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases  with  a capacity  of  thirty 
beds.  The  hospital  is  under  the  supe:vision  of  Aliss  Alillicent 
Fuller,  a graduate  nurse. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  each  new  pupil  was  ex- 
amined by  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  S])ecialist,  and  given  a gen- 
eral physical  examination  Routine  Wassermans  were  taken  and 
an  Urinalysis  done.  Recommendations  for  treatment  were  then 
made  accordingly. 

The  total  school  attendance  for  the  year  was  203.  There 
was  a daily  average  of  68  dispensary  treatments.  From  that  num- 
ber. admittance  to  the  hospital,  with  diagnosis,  was  as  follows;

This  fund  consists  of  $10,000  donated  by  General  William  J.  Palmer 
and  is  at  present  invested  in  lots  6.  7 and  8,  bio  k 4,  Bristol  Heights  Addi- 
tion. The  rental  obtained  from  the  three  residences,  less  the  cost  of  repair, 
is  set  apart  for  the  pur'hase  of  readhig  matter  for  both  departments  of 
the  School.  According  to  the  conditions  of  the  gift,  these  properties  can 
he  used  for  no  other  purjiose  unless  provision  be  made  by  the  State  for  the 
investment  of  an  equal  amount  in  approved  securities  for  the  use  of  the 
fund. 

With  the  consent  of  the  donor,  the  income  from  the  fund  up  to  Novem 
her  30,  1905,  was  used  for  current  expenses,  to  help  pay  for  land,  the 
appropriation  for  which,  made  in  1903,  failed  to  materialize.

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Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind 

HISTORICAL 

The  “Colorado  Institute  for  Deaf  Mutes”  was  founded  in 
1874,  while  the  State  was  yet  a Territory;  the  Blind  Department 
hein?  added  in  1883.  There  were  present  on  the  opening  day  six 
])upils.  the  home  of  the  School  being  a small  frame  building  long 
since  torn  down.  Up  to  the  present  time  some  1302  deaf  persons 
and  552  blind  persons  have  been  enrolled  as  pupils,  the  number  of 
both  in  attendance  the  present  session  (1943-1944)  being  233 
The  valuation  of  buildings  and  equiinuent  is  $1,232,699.08;  addinq 
tc  this  the  value  of  the  land  and  livestock  brings  our  total  valua- 
tion to  $1,283,985.08. 

CHARACTER  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

The  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind  is,  as  the  name 
implies,  a school  pure  and  simple.  It  was  established  in  accordance 
with  the  purpose  of  the  State  to  give  to  every  child  within  her 
boundarv  capable  of  taking  it  a common  school  education.  It  is 
not  in  anv  sense  an  “asylum”  or  “home”  for  afflicted,  it  is  not  a 
hospital  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  eyes  and  ears,  and  it 
is  not  a ]4ace  for  the  detention  and  care  of  the  imbecile.  A child 
so  unsound  physically  as  to  require  constant  care,  or  so  backward 
mentallv  as  to  make  no  progress  in  the  literary  department,  can- 
not be  retained  in  the  School. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  course  of  study  for  deaf  covers  about  the  same  ground 
as  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  blind,  to  whom  language 
presents  no  difficulty,  are  given  a very  thorough  high  school 
course.  To  secure  the  best  results  in  both  instances  it  is  neces- 
srrv  that  the  child  be  entered  as  soon  as  it  becomes  of  school  age, 
and  that  the  attendance  be  regular  and  continuous  throughout 
the  entire  course. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION 

In  the  Department  for  the  Blind  methods  are  those  approved 
bv  the  best  schools  of  the  country.  Revised  Braille  is  used  in  the 
greater  part  of  the  literary  work  and  in  music,  but  all  are  taught 
to  write  script  and  ojterate  tyt  ewriters. 
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In  the  Department  for  the  Deaf  all  new  pupils  are  placed  in 
oral  classes,  where  the  attempt  is  made  to  teach  them  to  speak  and 
read  the  lips.  Those  who  have  learned  to  talk  before  losin;2^  their 
hearing,  and  some  of  those  born  deaf,  do  well  under  this  method, 
and  such  are  kept  m the  oral  denartment  during  their  stay  here. 
,\11  school  work  with  the^e  pupils  is  done  orallv,  so  there  is  no 
danger  of  their  forgetting  how  to  talk,  as  some  parents  fear. 
There  are.  however,  some  deaf  children  who  can  never  learn  to 
speak  well  enough  to  make  it  of  practical  value,  and  these  are 
taught  by  use  of  the  manual  alphabet  and  by  writing. 

TRADES 

In  addition  to  work  in  the  literarv  department,  the  School 
'mdertakes  to  give  each  nunil  .such  knowledge  of  some  trade  as 
mav  be  a help  in  gaining  a livelihood  after  graduation.  To  this 
pud.  from  one  to  three  hours  per  dav  through  the  entire  course 
is  spent  in  the  shops  under  cnmuetent  instructors.  The  trade« 
taught  at  present  are;  For  the  blind  boys — Broom  making,  brush 
niaking.  piano  tuning,  shoemaking,  rug.  carpet  and  hammock 
"•eaving.  For  the  deaf  hoys — Baking,  barbering,  carpentry,  gar- 
dening, painting,  printing,  shoemaking  and  sloyd.  .Ml  girls  have 
regular  instruction  in  sewing,  knitting,  crocheting,  and  such 
general  housework  as  is  involved  in  the  care  of  their  own 
rooms.  A selected  number  arf»  vi^’en  instruction  in  dressmaking 
.Ml  older  girls,  both  deaf  and  blind,  have  lessons  in  cooking  under 
a trained  instructor. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 

.Ml  deaf  and  blind  persons,  nf  sound  mind  and  bodv.  between 
tlie  ages  of  six  and  twentv-one  ' ears,  rctual  residents  of  Colorado, 
are  entitled  tn  admission  to  the  School  free  of  charge.  This 
includes  all  those  whose  hearing  or  sight  -is  so  impaired  as  to 
prevent  them  from  obtaining  an  education  in  the  public  schools. 
Tuition,  board  and  laundry,  medicines  and  medical  attendance. 
Snoks  and  apparatus  used  in  teaching — in  short,  everything  is 
furnished  free  of  charge,  except  clothing  and  traveling  expenses. 
In  cases  of  absolute  povertv . the  respective  counties  assume 
expense  of  traveling  and  clothing.  While  no  persons  are  taken 
into  the  School  for  the  purpose  of  giving  medical  treatment,  all 
children  coming  to  us  are  examined  by  a specialist,  and  treatment 
is  given  wherever  it  is  needed.  The  sick  have  the  very  best  care 
and  attention.

SESSION'S 

The  School  opens  in  September  on  the  first  Wednesday  after 
Labor  Day,  and  closes  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  following 
June,  thus  giving  the  pupils  nine  months  at  the  School  and  three 
months  at  home  each  year.  All  pupils  must  be  promptly  removed 
at  the  close  of  the  session. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

As  has  been  said  before,  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and 
Blind  is  not  an  asylum  or  a hospital  for  the  care  of  afflicted  chil- 
dren. Parents  desirous  of  entering  children  should  carefully 
observe  the  following: 

First — A child  once  entered  is  expected  to  remain  until  the 
close  of  the  session,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent 
of  the  Superintendent.  Pupils  withdrawn  without  his  consent 
forfeit  the  right  to  the  privileges  of  the  School  unless  permitted 
to  return  bv  special  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This,  of 
course,  does  not  apply  to  those  who  may  prove  ineligible  because 
of  phvsical  or  mental  deficiency.  .Such  pupils  must  be  removed  as 
soon  as  the  deficiency  is  established  beyond  question. 

Second — All  pupils  expecting  to  attend  school  should  be  sent 
promptly  on  the  opening  day,  and  those  not  so  entered,  except 
for  such  reasons  as  may  be  deemed  valid  by  the  Superintendent, 
shall  be  denied  admission  until  the  opening  of  the  next  year. 

Third — All  children  should,  if  possible,  be  vaccinated  before 
entering. 

Fourth — Parents  must  furnish  postage  in  all  cases,  and  may 
hear  from  their  children  in  proportion  to  the  amount  furnished. 
The  session  lasts  about  forty  weeks.  Parents  of  the  small  children 
sending  us  sixty  cents  (60c)  may  hear  from  their  children  once  a 
week — ten  letters  and  thirty  postals.  Those  who  do  not  furnish 
postage  will  not  hear,  except  in  case  of  illness,  when  a report  is 
made  daily  until  the  child  is  out  of  danger. 

Fifth — A contingent  fee  of  $10.00  must  be  deposited  in  every 
case  to  purchase  such  articles  of  clothing,  shoes,  etc.,  likely  to  be 
needed  during  the  session.  A strict  account  will  be  kept  of  all 
expenditures  and  an  itemized  statement  made  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  Clothing  or  shoes  may  be  sent  from  home  or  pur- 
chased here  by  us,  but  nothing  will  be  furnished  without  the  cash 
before  hand,  except  in  cases  of  county  pupils. 
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Sixth — All  clothing  should  be  of  good  quality  and  well  made, 
with  the  buttons  sewed  on  tightly.  Good  shoes  are  cheapest. 
W'oolen  underwear  and  woolen  stockings  are  not  needed  unless 
the  child  be  very  delicate.  In  no  case  purchase  so-called  fleece- 
lined  underwear.  It  does  not  wash  well.  A good  quality  of 
balbriggan  is  best.  Our  children  romp  and  play  a great  deal,  as  all 
healthy  children  do,  and  are  consequently  very  hard  on  clothing. 
All  articles  should  be  plainly  marked.  The  best  way  is  to  sew  the 
name  in  turkey  red,  which  will  last  as  long  as  the  garment. 

Seventh — Parents  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  propertv  wan- 
tonly destroyed  by  their  children.  We  find  that  nothing  makes 
children  so  careful  as  to  know  that  the  parent  is  held  responsible 
for  their  carelessness,  and  parents  are  as  much  interested  as  we 
are  in  raising  their  children  to  a right  appreciation  of  the  respon- 
sibilities in  life. 

Eighth — While  we  are  always  glad  to  have  parents  visit  their 
children,  they  cannot  be  entertained  at  the  School.  Parents  are 
at  libertv  to  have  their  children  stay  downtown  with  them  over 
night,  but  not  to  interfere  with  the  class  work  when  it  can  be 
helped. 

Ninth — All  packages  sent  should  be  fully  prepaid,  and.  if  you 
wish  receipt  acknowledged,  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the  Super- 
intendent. All  letters  to  pupils  should  be  addressed  directly  to 
them  in  care  of  the  School. 

Tenth — No  attention  will  be  paid  to  an}  complaint  or  any 
communication  of  any  kind  not  addressed  to  the  Superintendent, 
or  the  Board  of  Trustees.  .\11  monev  should  be  sent  by  express, 
money  order,  or  registered  letter,  directly  to  the  Superintendent, 
who  will  at  once  acknowledge  receipt  of  same. 

Eleventh — Teachers  are  sent  out  to  the  most  important  points 
at  opening  and  close  of  the  School  to  assist  pupils  in  making 
changes  and  accompany  them  to  school. 

Txeelfth — Please  bear  in  mind  that  the  School  is  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a mile  from  the  nearest  depot,  and  a full  mile  from 
the  other  one.  Buses  run  within  a block  of  the  School.

5.  All  clothing  should  be  in  first-class  repair  before  the  pupil 
leaves  home. 

6.  Piach  article  of  wearing  apparel  should  be  marked  plainly, 
using  Payson’s  indelible  ink,  or  by  sewing  the  name  or  number 
in  turkey  red.
